This contract is for the purchase of 18 new and 63 replacement light duty vehicles. The vehicles will be
distributed between Austin Energy (AE), Austin Fire Department (AFD), Austin Police Department
(APD), Austin Water Utility (AWU), Aviation Department {(ABIA), Emergency Medical Services
Department (EMS), Finance and Administrative Services Department, Fleet Services (Fleet), Health and
Human Services Department (HHS), Parks and Recreation Department (PARD), Park Police, Public
Works (PW), Solid Waste Services Department (SWS), and the Watershed Protection Development
Review Department (WPDR).

The contracts are for the purchase of 81 vehicles for a total dollar amount of $2,261,446.66.

The current acquisition process involves the Fleet Officer, affected Department Director and Assistant
City Manager (ACM) review. ACM approval is required for all new additions to the City’s fleet prior to
any requests being made to the Purchasing Office. Departments review the list of vehicles determined
eligible for replacement by Fleet Services based on mileage and maintenance costs. From that list,
priority uses are determined within the departments and the departments’ proposed vehicles are reviewed
by the Fleet Service Center Manager to insure the specified vehicle is appropriate for the use.

Of the 63 replacement vehicles, all have met the Fleet Officer’s eligibility criteria for replacement. The
Fleet Service Center Managers have inspected each vehicle to be replaced and determined that the
mileage of the vehicles proposed for replacement cannot be increased without risking a significant
increase in repair costs and loss of productivity due to down time. The 18 new vehicle requests were also
sent to Fleet Services and forwarded to the appropriate ACM for approval,

The City attempts to purchase vehicles equipped with altemnative fuel systems whenever these are
available from a manufacturer and when this type vehicle will accommodate the needs of the user. In
previous years, the City has purchased numerous Ford, F-150 bi-fue!l pickups that were equipped with an
engine that would operate on gasoline or liquid propane gas (LPG). Currently, there are no vehicle
manufacturers producing this type engine. Fleet Services is currently exploring other opportunities to
address this limitation by contracting after-market companies to install a fuel conversion kit that would
modify the Original Equipment Manufacturer's vehicle engine to operate on both gasoline and LPG. Fleet
has identified seven vehicles manufactured by Chevrolet included in this RCA to possibly be converted as
a pilot test program, When a viable after-market vendor's fuel conversion kit is determined to function
properly at a reasonable cost, Fleet Services plans to expand the conversion program to other City
vehicles.

Orders for these vehicles need to be placed at the earliest opportunity in order to prevent delay in delivery
of the 2005-year models and insure competitive prices.

Philpott Motors Ltd. will supply 74 of the vehicles being purchased, and Classic Chevrolet will supply 7
vehicles. Philpott Motors and Classic Chevrolet are under contract with H-GAC to supply vehicles
statewide as a result of a competitive bidding process. Utilizing the H-GAC contract provides for volume
discount pricing as well as the earliest opportunity to get the City’s vehicles in the manufacturer’s order
bank.
